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All-State 
Plans Okay 


Tentative architectural plans for 
the west coast headquarters of the 
All-State Insurance company to be 
constructed in the Linfield Oaks 
tract were approved by the Menlo 
Park planning commission Monday 
night. 

Cost of the structure, to be built 
on a three-acre site facing Middle- 
field road,, was estimated at between 
$200,000 and $250,000 by C. A. Potts, 
property manager of the insurance 
firm and representative of company 
President Calvin Fentress Jr. at the 
planning board meeting. 

The building is to be a single- 
story structure with approximately 
24,000 square feet of floor space. 
Reinforced concrete with redwood 
and stucco siding will be used in the 
construction. 


PARKING AREA 

Other parts of the site will be de- 
voted to parking space for 99 cars 
and for a patio and recreation space 
for more than 100 employees. 

Potts said that the building, be- 
sides serving as an area office, will 
house offices supervising company 
headquarters in Dallas, Los Angeles 
and Seattle. 

The building will be in the Lin- 
field Oaks professional building 
zone—the only zone of its type in 
the west—in which Sunset Maga- 
zine editorial and executive offices 
are also to be constructed. 

Approval of the _ architectural 
plans was given in the planning 
commission’s capacity as a board of 
architectural review. The drawings 
were turned over to City Building 
Inspector J. D. Steiger for further 
study.

Plan Gets Study 


Possible provisions of a new pay 
schedule for teachers at Las Lo- 
mitas school, including considera- 
tion of ability and postgraduate 
Studies, were discussed Monday 
night at a meeting of the district 
board of trustees. 

The meeting was a regular month- 
jy session but was moved up due 
to the forthcoming absence of trus- 
tee Dr. Lawrence H. Cook. Board 
President Wallace O. Jones was un- 
able to attend. 

Teachers present discussed stand- 
ards of pay advancement now used 
in other school districts of the 
south county and were asked to sub- 
mit a preliminary pay schedule for 
consideration May 1. The board is 
to have new contracts ready for 
the teachers by May 15, according 
to ‘Secretary Mrs. Paul Bonnot. 

The present Las Lomitas teachers’ 
pay schedule, adopted in 1947; calls 
for advances of $100 per year in 
each teacher’s salary for the first 
16 years of service. 

Maximum pay, under the present 
set-up, is not to exceed $4000 a year. 
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attended the discussion group on 
camping education at the Atlantic 
City convention of the American 
Association of Shcool Administra- 
tors. 

The first speaker was Jay B. Nash 
of New York university. He pointed 
out that school camping is a grow- 
ing phase of education because there 
is need for a 24-hour program of 
“getting together with people”. 

He pointed out that health and 
recreation patterns are formed 
in the pre-college years, and that 
the place to do it was in the high 
schools and elementary schools. 
The lives of our non-college stu- 
dents must be enriched prior to 
their graduation from high school 
if we are to implant healthful rec- 
reation habits in their lives. 
Loyalty and patriotism are built 

by camping programs. The students 
work at trail building, reforestation, 
etc., and have the sense of giving 
something to the nation instead of 
asking the nation to give something 
to them. The great majority of stu- 
dents were eager to make this con- 
tribution. Recreation horizons are 
also widened. 

Hugh B. Masters of the W. K. 
Kellogg Foundation stated that 
camping education was a redirection 
of certain aspects of public educa- 
tion rather than an addition thereto, 
and it should not be used as a de- 
vice to further the regular curricu- 
lum. 

It must be an opportunity for stu- 
dents to express themselves creat- 
ively in work. Schedules in secon- 
dary schools make a camping pro- 
gram difficult. Especially is it im- 
portant that camping programs not 
be a parking station for problem 
students. 

Schools should not purchase 
camp sites of their own but use 
existing public lands. It is better 
for students to build their own 
facilities than to move into those 
that are ready built. 
Superintendent Will C. Crawford 

of San Diego told of the very sat- 
isfactory experience there, where 
the school district acquired an old 
CCC camp. 

Supt. Gilbert Wiley of Lincoln, 
Neb., asked how you could get a 
majority of teachers anxious to do 
the job, to which Nash replied you 
must pick out the teachers on the 
faculty who are “naturals”. Craw- 
ford said the program should be 
voluntary for both teachers and 
students, and not compulsory. The 
camping program should be car- 
ried by a separate staff, so teach- 
ers wouldn’t have a 24-hour re- 
sponsibility, yet could go for the 
experience. 

Perhaps a camping program at 
Sequoia might be of assistance in 
enlarging the recreation experiences 
and horizons of its students. It may 
be of help to John Imbernon, com- 
missioner of welfare, and the other 
fine students who conducted the 
most inspiring meeting at Sequoia 
two weeks ago to set up a code of 
ethics, in setting Sequoia standards 
at a level which other schools could 
well envy.

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THE PROPOSED ASPHALT PLANT 


The controversy over whether L. C. Smith, paving con- 
tractor, should construct an asphalt plant virtually at Menlo 
Park’s door points up an issue beyond that of whether the 
undertaking would prove to be a nuisance. This question 
develops: 

What sort of an obligation does the county government 
have toward the welfare of a growing municipality and the} 
comfort of its residents? 

Whether the proposed ‘‘hot mix’’ plant would be a nuis- 
ance, we don’t know. Possibly experts on such matters could 
determine in advance whether objectionable fumes, increased 
smog and traffic problems would result. We understand the 
contractor is acquainting the city councilmen with plans for 
smoke control that would be incorporated into the project. 

There is definitely the question of certain responsibility 
resting with county officials. Nearly 1000 residents of the 
Belle Haven area have signed protests against the plant, which 
would be erected within 600 feet of the Menlo Park northerly 
city limits along the Southern Pacific right of way. 

Under present county zoning, no use permit is required for 
any type of industrial construction in that area. There is noth- 
ing in county zoning ordinances to prevent Smith from pro- 
ceeding with his plans. 

However, the county planning commission has asked Smith 
to hold his plans in abeyance pending hearings April 21 and 
May 21 on a proposed rezoning that would require a use permit 
for the undertaking he proposes. 

This action by the county planners indicates they do have 
a concern for the good of Menlo Park. The policy can be car- 
ried out to a conclusion if the commission, at the hearings, 
determines there is justification for rezoning. 

Undoubtedly, the contractor has good reason to operate 
his own asphalt plant in view of the volume of work done by 
his firm. On the other hand, there is the home owners’ view- 
point, the contention they purchased homes in the area because 
it was clear of heavy industry and that it has developed into 
a fine residential area. 

Possibly county zoning practices have lagged behind the 
times. For several years, the Belle Haven section has been 
growing and is certainly one of the more attractive residential 
areas. On the other hand, while this growth was taking place 
even before the section changed from unincorporated area into 
part of Menlo Park, the adjoining land remained zoned for 
any type of industry, with no recourse provided residents under 
the use permit procedure. 

The county planners now have the opportunity to remedy 
this situation.

Against Leashing 


Argument against requiring dogs 
to be confined to the owners’ prem- 
ises or under control of a person 
or on leash when off such premises: 


It must be understood that this 
measure is proposed as one sec- 
tion of a basic dog control ordin- 
ance. The basic ordinance provides 
means for dealing with dogs which 
become nuisances by damaging 
property or for other reasons. 


The City Council plans to enact 
the basic ordinance; therefore, the 
question being voted on is whether 
or not the ordinance shall also con- 
tain the so-called “leashing provis- 
ion”. 


1. An honest attempt to enforce 
this provision will require at least 
one employee on duty at all times 
of the day and night. This means 
three eight-hour shifts a day, seven 
days a week. It is estimated that 
either two or three additional city 
employees would be necessary for 
this. 


2. The salaries of these employees 
will have to be paid from taxes. The 
proposed ordinance does not pro- 
vide any penalty other than the 
nominal fees for recovering im- 
pounded dogs from the animal shel- 
ter. Most, if not all, of these dogs 
will be retained by the Palo Alto 
animal shelter for services rendered. 


3... Requiring all dogs to be 
fenced in or chained will result 
in much more barking and how- 
ling. Thus the attempts of con- 
scientious owners to comply with 
th ordinance will create or aggra- 
vate the noise problem in many 
neighborhoods. 

4. Strict enforcement is entirely 
impractical. We should not have a 
law that is unenforceable. 

5. The practical approach to the 
whole problem is to enact the basic 

control ordinance without the 
“leashing” provision, and after a 
trial period decide whether addi- 
tional restrictions are necessary.

ON DOG LEASHING 


As a public service, the 
RECORDER presents statements 
from both backers and opponents 
of the proposal that a leashing-or- 
control clause be included in Men- 
lo Park’s projected dog control 
ordinance, 

The proposal will be submitted 
to voters at Tuesday’s city elec- 
tion. The ballot will be informal 
and for guidance of city council 
in its final determination whether 
to include the clause. 

Published herewith are state- 
ments from groups of citizens 
formed to suport and to oppose 
the leashing proposal and a state- 
ment from the council itself ex- 
plaining the ballot proposition. 


Council Statement 


The City of Menlo Park is adopt- 
ing an animal control ordinance. It 
has been suggested by a number of 
citizens that a leashing provision 
applying to dogs be included therein. 
Due to the controversial nature of 
this proposal, the city council is 
asking the registered voters to ex- 
press their views on the matter at 
the April 11 election. You will be 
asked to vote either “yes” or “No” 
on the following proposition: 

“Every person owning or having 
charge care, custody or control 
of any dog shall keep such a dog 
exclusively upon his own prem- 
ises; provided, however, that such 
dog may be off such premises if 
it be under the control of a per- 
son or restrained by a substantial 
chain or leash not exceeding six 
feet in length.” 

We call your attention to the fact 
that this is not a full leashing pro- 
vision, but does require that any 
dog off the premises of its owner 
be under supervision. We have re- 
quested proponents and opponents 
of the proposition to submit their 
arguments for your information 
which follow herewith.

THE RECORDER: 

In 10 years, our sprawling village 
has redoubled its population, solid- 
ified into a city and burst its 
bounds. Meanwhile, its government, 
deafened by shouts for attention 
from streets, juveniles, traffic, fires 
and 50 other troubles, has not only 
worked out a routine but has be- 
come celebrated from Yreka to San 
Diego for intelligence and fair play. 

People from outside, who know 
the envy, suspicion and special 
treatment which befoul most city 
governments, always ask with ad- 
miration how Menlo Park man- 
ages so strictly to recognize the 
community interest. 

Let us who are due to vote on 
April 11 concern ourselves with this 
same question. The election itself 
seems by no means crucial. But the 
voting is a different matter; that, 
as an exercise in citizenship, can 
become very important indeed and I 
am writing this letter to explain 
why I think so. 

We very much want a good vote 
on April 11, and that means: Not 
only (1) an increase from the usual 
25 per cent of the electorate, but 
(2) a voters’ decision not on persda- 
alities but on the touchstone of 
community-wide welfare and with 
positive knowledge of the candi- 
dates’ ability in that very direction. 

In this, or any, election, WHO 
is of far less consequence than 
WHY. And that WHY should be 
answered with reason and justice. 
We pick out plain neighbors to go 
up there and devote evenings and 
weekends to our affairs. 

We fondly imagine that they will 
give one shrug and forever after 
act like statesmen. But even our 
austere senators can’t. always con- 
trive to do that. What each of those 
neighbors contributes is himself and 
what we can demand of him is 
ability, character and devotion— 
qualities that we are bound as citi- 
zens to measure. 

Let us realize that our good city 
government is a precious possession, 
worth money and much else besides; 
that it is not automatically ours, but 
that it must be nourished by the 
eager and continuous understanding 
of the people themselves. 

The problems so far solved here 
are a mere beginning; those on 
the way are going to be tough. 
We, the citizens, have a positive 

job on our hands to prevent our 
happy Menlo Park from progressing 
into just another mean little city 
where we adults retreat into our- 
selves and scarcely know our next 
door neighbor, where rows of com- 
monplace houses jostle each other 
and where our rosy-cheeked child- 
ren have no place to go except in- 
doors and nothing to do except read 
comic books and chew gum. 

But we are all privileged to re- 
fuse this abominable result. We can 
start now by casting our sovereign 
vote, not as something to be rid of, 
but thoughtfully, earnestly and even 
prayerfully. We can vote for a pur- 
pose and we can make sure it is a 
good purpose. :

strained by a substantial chain or 
leash not exceeding six feet in 
length.” 

Meantime, City Manager Cecil 
Longson mailed to all registered 
voters three statements in connec- 
tion with the informal vote. 

One is from the city council, ex- 
plaining the proposition and the 
reason for the ballot; one is from 
the “Committee for the Promotion 
of Animal Welfare” arguing in be- 
half of the leashing-or-control pro- 
vision; the third is signed by Dick 
Crawford, member of a citizen’s 
group formed to oppose the meas- 
ure. 

(See Page 2 for full text of 
statements). 

Backers of the control clause con- 
tended among other things that 
it would keep dogs from roaming 
streets and thereby protect their 
lives, prevent them from causing 
“revolting” property damage and 
avert possible lawsuits against dog 
owners by persons attacked by the 
animals. 

Crawford’s statement held the 
proposal to be unenforceable in the 
full sense of the term and that, at 
best, it would require two or three 
employees in addition to the one 
poundmaster contemplated under 
the basic ordinance. 

It contended expenses would 
have to be paid from taxes, since 
there is no penalty clause provid- 
ing for fines imposed on dog own- 
ers who violate the ordinance. 

Meantime, opponents of the or- 

dinance offered figures from City 
Manager Longson to support their 
contention any effort at strict en- 
forcement would be costly. 

Longson said that the one pound- 
master’s job provided in the pro- 
posed ordinance probably would be 
paid $225 a month. Additional em- 
ployes would increase enforcement 
cost in multiples of that sum, the 
group pointed out. 

Longson also said that under 
the present licensing ordinance, 
few dogs are picked up for im- 
pounding at the Palo Alto Animal 
Shelter. These include occasional 
strays, injured animals and car- 
casses at a cost of “not more 
than $10 a month” in fees paid the 
shelter. 

Leash-control opponents contend- 
ed that this cost would rise in pro- 
portion to enforcement and that 
“all-out” enforcement could in- 
crease the amount many times over. 

Gerald R. Dalmadge, superintend- 
ent of the Palo Alto Humane so- 
ciety and its animal shelter, lent 
more support to the opposition. He 
had already informed city council- 
men at informal hearings he regards 
the proposal as “unworkable” and 
a potential “headache” for city of- 
ficials. 

“Assuming there would be many 
violations and resultant full en- 
forcement, I doubt whether the 
Palo Alto shelter could handle 
the influx of animals with its 
present facilities,” Dalmadge de- 
clared. 

He said his own experience has 
convinced him that either Menlo 
Park would have to have one pound- 
master working on staggered shifts, 
or three of them on eight-hour, 
around-the-clock duty in order to 
enforce the ordinance properly. 

Early morning and evening are 
the commonest times when dogs are 
turned loose, he pointed out. 

He urged a “trial period” witH- 
out the leash-control provision 
rather than its inclusion at the 
outset.

Area Growth 
Puts Pressure 
On St. Joseph's 


(Editor’s note: This is the fifth 
of a series of articles dealing with 
private school facilities available 
in the South County area.) 


St. Joseph’s school, located on 
Emilie avenue in Atherton, provides 
Catholic religious instruction in ad- 
dition to elementary school subjects 
for those attending. 


As in the case of almost every 
school in the area, population 
growth has also brought problems. 
Although there are 305 students in 
the first through eighth grade class- 
es at the school, the waiting list for 
prospective entrants is a long one. 

Enrollment for the first grade 
which is scheduled to begin classes 
in September, 1950 was completed 

in October, 1949. 

Growth of the school since its be- 
ginning in 1906 has been a natural 
one, however. 

For many years the school was the 
only parochial establishment of its 
type between San Jose and San 
Mateo. It is now the only parochial 
school between San Jose and Red- 
wood City. 

Instruction is given by the Relig- 
ious of Sacred Heart, whose convent 
is located next to the school.
